When you need to 
match the sleeves, instead of measuring, count 
the rows - garter stitch is very stretchy and 
it can be very easy to get it wrong!

BACK 

With Lola (or Brook) and 6.5mm needles, cast on 
32 (36: 40) sts. 

Knit until piece measures 24 (26.5: 30)cm or 
916 (101/2: 1 l%)in or length required ending 
with a wrong side row. 

Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With Lola (or Brook) and 6.5mm needles, cast 
on 16(18: 20) sts. 

Knit in garter stitch until front is four rows less 
than back with right side facing. 

Next row: Cast off 5 (6: 7) stitches, knit to the 
end of the row. 

Next row: Knit to last two sts, k2tog. 

Next row: Cast off 1 st, knit to end of row. 

(9: 10: 11) sts. 

Next row: Knit. Cast off. 



LEFT FRONT 

With Lola (or Brook) and 6.5mm needles, cast on 
16(18: 20) sts. 

Knit in garter stitch until front is three rows less 
than back with wrong side facing. 

Next row: Cast off 5 (6: 7) stitches, knit to the 

end of the row 

Knit to the last two sts, k2tog. 

Cast off 1 st, knit to the end of the row. 

(9: 10: 11) sts. 

Cast off. 

HOOD 

Cast on 42 (45: 50) sts. 

Work in garter stitch for 1 4 (1 6: 1 9)cm, SVi (6V4: 
7y2)in. Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

Cast on 1 8 (20: 24) sts. 

Knit 6 rows.©

Next row: K1 , kfb, knit to last two stitches, 
kfb, kl .

Work in garter stitch increasing as before on 
6th row, twice.

EARS 

Make two in Lola (or Brook) and two in Pinky 
(or Bouncy Blue). 

Cast on 7 (9: 9) sts. 

Knit for 9 (11:11) rows. 

Next row: Kl, k2tog, kl (3: 3), k2tog, 
kl 5 (7: 7) sts. 

Next row: K2tog, kl (3: 3), k2tog 3 (5: 5) sts. 

2nd and 3rd size: K2tog, kl, k2tog. 

Next row: Sll, k2tog, psso. Finish off. 

With right sides together, sew Lola (or Brook) 
and Pinky (or Bouncy Blue) together 
(leaving bottom edge open). 

TO MAKEUP 

With right sides together, fold the hood in half 
and stitch cast on edge together. 

Turn to the right side. With right sides together, 
stitch shoulder seams. 

With right sides together, sew sleeves onto 
sides, placing centre of sleeve at shoulder seam 
and stretching the top of the sleeve out a little. 
Make sure that each sleeve is correctly aligned 
with the other before stitching. Stitch side and 
sleeve seams. Use mattress stitch to sew the 
hood to the neck. Place ears on hood and pin 
in place. Sew the back of the ear to one row 
and the front of the ear to the row in front - this 
helps the ears stand up. Place toggles about 
two stitches in from side and stitch. 

Attach yarn to a stitch on the opposite side and 
work enough crochet stitches to go around the 
toggle snuggly (so that the two front edges 
meet) and finish off in the same stitch.

Shape neck 

Cast off 2 (2:3) sts, knit to end of row. 

18(21:24) sts. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 3 (4: 5) rows. 

15 (17: 19) sts. 

Cont without further shaping until armhole 
measures 12 (13: 14)cm or 5 {SVa: 5V2)\n, ending 
with a RS row. 



FAIR ISLE CHART 
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Shape shoulder 

Cast off 7 (8: 9) sts at the beg of the next row, 
purl to end of row. 8 (9: 1 0) sts. 

Next row: K. 

Cast off rem 8 (9: 1 0) sts. 

SLEEVES 

Using needles A and yarn B, cast on 34 (36: 36) 
sts and knit 4 rows. 

Join in yarn A. 

Cont in st-st and foil the chart starting at st 
1 (6: 6) and ending at st 34 (41 : 41), from row 
1 to row 57 (64: 75), and inc 1 st at each end 
on 5th and every foil 4th row, working extra 
sts into Fair Isle patt. 

Neckband and front band 

Join shoulder seams. Using yarn B and needle 
B, and with RS facing, pick up and K57 (66: 79) 
sts up right front and right neck shaping, 12 (14: 

1 8) sts across back neck, 57 (66: 79) sts down left 
neck shaping and left front. 126 (146: 176) sts. 

K 1 row. 

Buttonholes 

K32 (38: 48) sts, *yo, k2tog, k3, rep from * three 



times, knit to end of row. 

K 3 rows. 

Cast off. 

MAKING UP 

Darn in all yarn ends and block. Sew in the 
sleeves, placing centre of sleeve to shoulder 
seam. Sew side and sleeve seams. Finish by 
sewing buttons onto the front band. 

Work Buttonhole row again. 

Work 1x1 ribfor 15 (17: 19:21) rows and 
leave these sts on a st holder.

CARDIGAN 

BACK 

Using 4mnn (UK 6, US 8) needles cast on 49 (55: 
61:67) sts. 

Working in stocking stitch work 22 (30: 40: 48) 
rows so that the RS of the work faces you for the 
beg of the armhole shaping. 

The back should measure approx 22 (25: 28: 
30)cm or 8% (9%: 11:11 %)in across at this point. 

Shape armholes 

Work 6 (7: 7: 8) rows dec 1 st at each end of 
every row. You will now have 37 (41:47: 51) sts 
on the needle. 

Work on these 37 (41 : 47: 51) sts until the 
armholes measure 11 (12: 13: 14)cm or4V4 (4%: 
5V41 5Y2)in, straight down from top of the needle 
to beg of armhole shaping (don't measure 
around the curve), finishing after a purl row. 

Shape shoulders 

Cast off 5 (5: 6: 7) sts at beginning of next 4 
rows. You will now have 1 7 (21 : 23: 23) sts on the 
needle. Cast off remaining 1 7 (21 : 23: 23) sts. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using main needles cast on 1 1 (1 3: 1 4: 1 6) sts. 
Working in stocking stitch proceed as follows: 
Row 1: Knit to last 2 sts, inc in next st (front 
edge), k1 . You will now have 1 2 (1 4: 1 5: 1 7) sts 
on the needle. 

Row 2: Inc in 1 st st, purl to end. You will now 
have 1 3 (1 5: 1 6: 1 8) sts on the needle. 

Work 4 rows inc 1 st at front edge in every row. 
You will have 1 7 (1 9: 20: 22) sts on the needle. 
Work 6 (8: 1 2: 1 2) rows inc 1 st at front edge in 
1 st and every following alternate row. You will 
now have 20 (23: 26: 28) sts on the needle. 

Work 5 (5: 5: 9) rows inc 1 st at front edge in 1 st 



and every following 4th row. You will now have 
22 (25: 28: 31) sts on the needle. 

Work 5 (1 1 : 1 7: 21) rows without shaping. 

Place a marker thread at front edge of last row. 

Armhole and front shaping 
Next row: K2tog (armhole edge), knit to last 
2 sts, k2tog (front edge). You will now have 
20 (23: 26: 29) sts on the needle. 

Next row: Purl to last 2 sts, p2tog. You will now 
have 1 9 (22: 25: 28) sts on the needle. 

Work 4 (3: 5: 6) rows dec 1 st at armhole edge in 
every row AT SAME TIME dec 1 st at front edge 
in 3rd (1 st: 1 st: 3rd) and every foil 0 (2nd: 2nd: 0) 
row. You will have 14 (17: 17: 21) sts on needle. 

For 2nd size only 

Work 2 rows dec 1 st at armhole edge only in 
every row. You will have (1 5) sts on the needle. 

For all 4 sizes 

Work 15 (18: 20: 25) rows dec 1 st at front edge 
only in 3rd (2nd: 4th: 1 st) and every following 
4th row. You will now have 10 (10: 12: 14) sts on 
the needle. Work straight until armhole meas 
same as back armhole to shoulder shaping, 
finishing after a P row. 

Shape shoulder 

Next row: Cast off 5 (5: 6: 7) sts, knit to end. 

You will now have 5 (5: 6: 7) sts on the needle. 

Next row: Purl. 

Cast off remaining 5 (5: 6: 7) sts. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Using 4mm (UK 6, US 8) needles cast on 1 1 (1 3: 
14: 16) sts. 

Working in stocking stitch proceed as follows: 
Row 1: Inc in 1st st (front edge), knit to end. 
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ROSEBUD CARDIGAN 



You will now have 1 2 (1 4: 1 5: 1 7) sts on needle. 
Row 2: Purl to last 2 sts, inc in next st, pi . You 
will now have 1 3 (1 5: 1 6: 1 8) sts on the needle. 
Work 4 rows inc 1 st at front edge in every row. 
You will now have 17 (19: 20: 22) sts on needle. 
Work 6 (8: 1 2: 1 2) rows inc 1 st at front edge in 
1 st and every following alternate row. You will 
now have 20 (23: 26: 28) sts on the needle. 

Work 5 (5: 5: 9) rows inc 1 st at front edge in 1 st 
and every following 4th row. You will now have 
22 (25: 28: 31) sts on the needle. 

Work 5 (1 1 : 1 7: 21 ) rows without shaping. 

Place a marker thread at front edge of last row. 

Front and armhole shaping 
Next row: K2tog (front edge), knit to last 2 sts, 
k2tog (armhole edge). You will now have 20 (23: 
26: 29) sts on the needle. 

Next row: P2tog, purl to end. You will now have 
1 9 (22: 25: 28) sts on the needle. 

Work 4 (3: 5: 6) rows dec 1 st at front edge in 3rd 
(1 st: 1 st: 3rd) and every following 0 (2nd: 2nd: 0) 
row AT SAME TIME dec 1 st at armhole edge in 
every row. You will now have 14 (17: 17: 21) sts 
on the needle. 

For 2nd size only 

Work 2 rows dec 1 st at armhole edge only in 
every row. You will have (1 5) sts on the needle. 

For all 4 sizes 

Work 15 (18: 20: 25) rows dec 1 st at front edge 
only in 3rd (2nd: 4th: 1 st) and every foil 4th row. 
You will have 1 0 (1 0: 1 2: 1 4) sts on the needle. 
Work straight until armhole measures same as 
backarmhole to shoulder shaping, finishing 
after a knit row. 

Shape shoulder 

Next row: Cast off 5 (5: 6: 7) sts, purl to end. 

You will now have 5 (5: 6: 7) sts on the needle. 

Next row: Knit. 

Cast off remaining 5 (5: 6: 7) sts. 

SLEEVES (BOTH ALIKE) 

Using 3.25mm (UK1 0, US 3) needles cast 
on 34 (36: 38: 40) sts. 

Row 1: Knit. 

This row forms garter stitch. Repeat it 3 times. 
Change to 4mm (UK 6, US 8) needles and work 
in stocking-stitch for remainder of sleeve as foils: 
Work 33 (25: 35: 55) rows increasing 1 st at each 
end of 5th and every following 14th (10th: 10th: 



1 0th) row (there will be 1 3 (9: 9: 9) rows straight 
between each increase row). You will now have 
40 (42: 46: 52) sts on the needle. 

For 2nd and 3rd sizes only 

Work 1 2 rows inc 1 st at each end of foil 1 2th 
row. You will have (44: 48) sts on the needle. 

For all 4 sizes 

Work without further shaping until the sleeve 
measures 1 5 (1 7: 20: 24)cm or 6 ( 6 V 2 : 8: 9V2)in, 
finishing after a purl row. 

Shape sleeve top 

Work 6 (7: 7: 8) rows decreasing 1 st at each end 
of every row. You will now have 28 (30: 34: 36) 
sts on the needle. 

Work 0 (1 : 1 : 0) rows without shaping. 

Place marker threads at each end of last row. 
These 6 (7: 7: 8) rows will match to 6 (7: 7: 8) 
decrease rows on body when sewing the sleeve 
into armhole. 

Cast off 2 sts at beginning of next 10 (12: 14: 

1 4) rows. You will now have 8 (6: 6: 8) sts on the 
needle. Cast off remaining 8 (6: 6: 8) sts. 

NECK EDGING 

Join both shoulder seams, then using your 
smaller needles, pick up and knit sts for neck 
edging as follows: With RS of work facing you, 
starting at marker on right front pick up and 
knit 28 (32: 34: 36) sts evenly up right side of 
neck, 1 7 (21 : 23: 23) sts from back of neck and 
28 (32: 34: 36) sts evenly down left side of neck 
to marker. You will have 73 (85: 91 : 95) sts on the 
needle. Work 4 rows in garter stitch. 

Cast off knitways. 

LOWER EDGING 

Using smaller needles pick up and knit sts for 
lower edging as follows: With the RS of work 
facing you, starting at lower edge of neck 
edging, pick up and knit 3 sts from side edge 
of neck edging, 6 (1 2: 1 8: 22) sts evenly down 
straight edge, 1 6 (1 8: 22: 26) sts evenly down 
shaped edge, 1 2 (1 4: 1 5: 1 7) sts from 11 (13:14: 

1 6) cast on sts at lower edge of left front, 49 (55: 
61 : 67) sts from lower edge of back, 1 2 (1 4: 1 5: 

1 7) sts from 11 (1 3: 1 4: 1 6) cast on sts at lower 
edge of right front, 1 6 (1 8: 22: 26) sts evenly up 
shaped edge, 6 (1 2: 1 8: 22) sts evenly up straight 
edge and 3 sts evenly from side edge of neck 
edging. You will now have 1 23 (1 49: 1 77: 203) 



irS IN THE DETAIL 

These little blooms are easy to make - just 
follow the instructions below, decreasing until 
you have a shape to twist into a flower bud. 
There are so many uses for these beautiful roses! 




sts on the needle. Work 1 row in garter stitch. 
Next row: Knit to last 5 sts, k2tog, yfwd, k3. 

Work 2 rows in garter stitch. Cast off knitways. 

FLOWERS (MAKE 4) 

Using your main needles cast on 36 sts. 

Row 1: Knit to end working a twist (turning 
work 360 degrees on RH needle) every 4 sts. 

Row 2: Knit. 

Row 3: (K2tog) 1 8 times. You will now have 
18 sts on the needle. 

Row 4: Knit. 

Row 5: (K2tog) 9 times. You will now have 
9 sts on the needle. 

Row 6: Knit. 

Row 7: (K2tog) 4 times, k1 . You will now have 
5 sts on the needle. 

Cast off remaining 5 sts knitways. 

TO MAKE UP 

Join side and sleeve seams. Sew sleeve tops into 
armholes matching 6 (7: 7: 8) dec rows on body 
to 6 (7: 7: 8) dec rows marked at beg of sleeve 
top. Twist flowers into a rose shape and sew to 
front as shown in photo. Sew on button. Pin 
out garment to measurement given, cover with 
damp cloths and leave to dry naturally.

BACK 

With 3.75mnn (UK 9, US 5) needles and A, cast on 
53 (59: 65: 69: 75) sts using thumb method. 

Beg with a K row work in g-st for 1 1 (11:15:19: 

1 9) rows, ending with WS facing for next row, 
break yarn. 

Foundation row (WS): Using B, pi 8 (21 : 24: 26: 
29), using C, pi 7 (1 7: 1 7: 22: 22), using D, pi 8 (21 : 
24:21:24). 

Change to 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles. 

With RS facing using intarsia technique and 
starting and ending rows as indicated, cont in 
patt from chart row 1 , which is worked in blocks 
of different textures and colours as foils: 

Cont straight until chart row 36 (38: 40: 46: 58) 
has been completed, ending with a WS row. 

Shape armhole 

Keeping chart correct, cast off 2 (2: 3: 3: 3) sts at 
beg of next 2 rows. 49 (55: 59: 63: 69) sts. 



Dec 1 St at each end of next 1 (1:2: 2: 3) rows. 

47 (53:55:59: 63) sts. 

Cont straight until chart row 64 (70: 74: 82: 96) 
has been completed, ending with a WS row. 

Shape back neck and envelope shoulder 

Patt 1 5 (1 8: 1 8: 1 9: 20) and turn, leaving rem sts 
on a holder. 

Work each side separately. 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next row. 

Place a marker at end of row (on left side of back 
neck, place a marker at end of row). 

Size 3-6 months only 

Dec 1 St at neck edge on next 6 rows, then cast 
off 2 sts on foil 2 alt rows. 

Sizes 6-9 and 9-1 2 months only 

Dec I St at neck edge on next 5 rows, then cast 
off 2 sts on next row, then 3 sts on foil 
2 alt rows. 3 sts. 
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USING CHARTS 

The chart for this jumper (opposite, for the first 
three sizes and over the page for the iast two) is 
a more direct way of explaining a pattern. When 
you look at the chart, see each square or symbol 
as a single stitch and look at the key to work out 
the symbols first so you are sure about what each 
one means before you begin knitting. 




Sizes 1 2-1 8 and 1 8-24 months only 

Dec 1 St at neck edge on next and (3: 2) foil alt 
rows. (13: 15) sts. 

Dec 1 St at neck edge on next (4: 6) rows, then 
cast off 2 sts on next and foil 2 alt rows. 3 sts. 

All sizes 

Leave rem sts on a holder. 

With RS facing, slip centre 1 7 (1 7: 1 9: 21 : 23) sts 
on a holder. Rejoin correct colour to rem sts and 
pattto end of row. 

Complete to match first side, reversing shaping. 

FRONT 

Work as given for back until 6 (6; 8: 8: 1 0) rows 
less have been worked than on back to beg of 
back neck and envelope shoulder shaping. 

Chart row 58 (64: 66: 74: 86). 

Shape front neck 

Next row (RS): Patt 1 9 (22: 22: 23: 25) sts and 
turn, leaving rem sts on a holder. 

Work each side separately. 

Note: Front neck shaping is NOT shown on chart. 
Keeping patt correct, cast off 3 (3: 2: 2: 2) sts at 
beg of next row, then 2 sts on foil 1 (1 : 2: 1 : 1 ) alt 
row, then 1 st on foil 1 (1 : 1 : 2: 3) alt rows. 1 3 (1 6: 
15:17:18) sts. 

Work 2 (2: 3: 2: 2) rows ending with RS (RS: WS: RS: 
RS) facing for next row.

With RS of back neck facing using 3.75mm (UK 9, 
US 5) needles and B k3 sts left on holder for right 
back shoulder, pick up and knit 1 0 (1 2: 1 2: 1 5: 1 5) 
sts down right back neck, k1 7 (1 7: 1 9: 21 : 23) sts 
left on holder for back neck, pick up and knit 1 0 
(1 2: 1 2: 1 5: 1 5) sts up left back neck, k3 sts left on 
holder for left back neck. 43 (47: 49: 54: 59) sts. 
Next row (WS): K1 , kfb in each of next 2sts, k to 
last 3 sts, kfb in each of next 2 sts, k1 . 47 (5 1 : 53: 

58: 63) sts. 

Knit 3 rows. Cast off sts knitwise. 

FRONT NECKBAND 

With RS of front neck facing using 3.75mm (UK 
9, US 5) needles and B k3 sts left on holder for 
left front shoulder, pick up and knit 1 6 (20: 1 9: 22: 
24) sts down left front neck, k9 (9: 1 1 : 1 3: 1 3) sts 
left on holder for front neck, pick up and knit 1 6 
(20: 1 9: 22: 24) sts up right front neck, k3 sts left 
on holder for right front shoulder. 47 (55: 55: 63: 
67) sts. 

Next row (WS): K1 , kfb in each of next 2sts, k to 
last 3 sts, kfb in each of next 2 sts, k1 . 51 (59: 59: 
67: 71) sts. 

Knit 3 rows. 

Cast off sts knitwise. 

MAKING UP 

Press pieces as per ball band. Overlap back 
shoulder shaping over front, matching markers 
(this indicates centre of shoulder), tack in place. 
Place centre of sleeve head to shoulder marker 
and sew in place using back stitch or mattress 
stitch. Sew up sleeve seams, sew up side seams 
leaving the g-st welt open to form a side flap.

Using 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) needles and MC, 
cast on 49 (53; 59: 65) sts and work in garter 
stitch for six rows, and inc 4 sts evenly across last 
row worked. 53 (57: 63: 69) sts. 

Change to 4mm (UK 8, US 6) knitting needles 
and work in stocking stitch until the work 
measures 1 6.5 (1 7: 1 8; 1 9.5)cm or 6 V 2 (6%; 7; 
772)in, ending with a wrong side row. 

Shape armhole 

Cast off 4 sts at beg of next two rows. 

45 (49: 55; 61) sts. 

Now cont in st-st until work measures 1 0.5 (1 1 .5: 
1 2: 1 2.5)cm or 474 (472: 4%: 5)in from beg of 
armhole shaping (end with a WS row). 

Work in garter stitch for five rows. 

Cast off loosely knitwise. 

FRONT 

Using 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) needles and MC, 
cast on 49 (53; 59: 65) sts and work in garter 
stitch for six rows, and inc 4 sts evenly across last 
row worked. 53 (57; 63: 69) sts. 

Change to 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and work 
in st-st, starting with a knit row, for 2 (2: 4: 6) 
rows. Now begin working the penguin motif 
from the chart opposite. 

Chart row 1: K22 (24: 27: 30) sts with MC, kl 
orange, kl 1 MC, kl orange, k rem 1 8 (20: 23: 26) 
with MC. 

Now continue working from the chart and at 
the same time, when the work measures 1 6.5 
(1 7: 1 8: 1 9.5)cm or 672 (6%: 7: VVijln, ending with 
a wrong side row, shape the armholes. 

Shape armhole 

Cast off 4 sts at the beginning of the next two 



rows, 45 (49:55:61) sts. 

Now continue working from the chart until 
it is completed, then cont in MC, working in 
stocking stitch until the work measures 5cm or 
2in from the beg of armhole shaping (end with 
a wrong side row). 

Shape neck 

Next row: Knit across first 21 (23: 26: 29) sts, 
cast off centre 3 sts, knit to end. Turn and work 
on this last group of 21 (23: 26; 29) sts only 
as follows: 

Next row (WS): Purl to last 2 sts, p2tog. 

Next row: Cast off 2 sts, knit to the end 
of the row. 

Now cont in st-st and dec 1 st at neck edge only 
of next 4 (4: 5: 6) rows, then cont in st-st until 
work measures 1 0.5 (1 1 .5: 1 2: 1 2.5)cm or 474 
( 472 ; 4%: 5)in from beg of armhole shaping (end 
with a WS row at neck edge). 

Work two rows in garter stitch. 

Next row: K6 (7: 8: 8)sts, yo, k2tog, knit the rem 
6 (7: 8: 8) sts. 

Work two rows in garter stitch. 

Cast off knitwise. 
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irS IN THE DETAIL 

When using the intarsia method, make sure you 
leave a long enough tail to weave in at the end. 
Thread the yarn ends with a tapestry needle to 
help you do this. Look at the front of the work 
and use the yarn tails to cover any gaps, holes or 
tension inconsistencies from the wrong side. 




Using 4mnn (UK 8, US 6) needles, rejoin yarn to 
rem sts at neck edge, with WS facing, and work 
on these 21 (23: 26: 29) sts as follows: 

Next row (WS): Cast off 2 sts, purl to the end. 
Now continue in the pattern and dec 1 st at 
neck edge only of next 5 (5: 5: 5) rows, then 
continue in stocking stitch until the work 
measures 1 0.5 (1 1 .5: 1 2: 1 2.5)cm or 4V4 ( 4 V 2 : 4Y4: 
5)in from the beg of the armhole shaping (end 
with a wrong side row at the armhole edge). 
Work two rows in garter stitch. 

Next row: K6 (7: 8: 8) sts, k2tog, yo, knit the 
rem 6 (7: 8: 8) sts. 

Work two rows in garter stitch. 

Cast off knitwise. 

SLEEVES 

Using 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) needles and MC, 
cast on 31 (33: 35: 37) sts and work in garter 
stitch (every row knit) for six rows, and inc 4 sts 
evenly across last row worked. 35 (37: 39: 41 ) sts. 
Change to 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and work 
in st-st and inc 1 st at each end of next and every 
foil 5th row, until there are 47 (51: 53: 59) sts. 
Now cont without shaping until work measures 
1 3 (1 5: 1 7: 23)cm or 5 (6: 6%: 9)in. Place marker 
at each end of the last row worked, then cont in 
st-st for six more rows. Cast off loosely. 

FRONT NECKBAND 

Using 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and MC, and 
working from the RS of work, pick up 36 (38: 42: 
44) sts evenly around front neckline. 



Work one row in garter stitch. 

Next row: K2, yo, k2tog, k to last 4sts, k2tog, 
yo, kto end. 

Next row: KO (1 : 3: 4), *k5, k2tog, k5; rep from 
* to last 0(1:3: 4) sts, k to end. 33 (35: 39: 41 ) sts. 
Now work one row in garter stitch. 

Cast off knitwise. 

MAKING UP 

Sew in all ends, catching down loose strands so 
that little fingers don't get caught. Sew circle for 
eye using white yarn, working circle using small 
backstitches. Pin out and dampen with cold 
water and leave to dry. Place the front jumper 
so that the garter stitch section at the shoulder 
front lays on top of the garter stitch for the back. 
Then, loosely sew these six rows together at 
the armhole edge only. Mark the centre point 
of these rows and place the centre point of 
the top of the sleeve to this point. With right 
sides together, pin the sleeve top to the body 
without stretching, and sew into place using 
small backstitches. Then sew the last six rows 
of the sleeve from the marker to the four 
cast-off stitches of the body on both the front 
and back. Sew the underarm seam from wrist 
to hem. Sew the buttons in place to correspond 
with the buttonholes, to finish.

The mat is knitted in sections, which are sewn 
together as you work.

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour A, 
cast on 75 sts. 

Knit 1 50 rows. 

Cast off. 

Road 1 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour B, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 1 05 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the right-hand side edge of Road I to the 
left-hand side edge of Field I . 

Field 2 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour C, 
cast on 75 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 60 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the cast on edge of Field 2 to the left-hand 
side edge of Road I , creating a large rectangle 
with Field I at the bottom and Field 2 at the top. 

Field 3 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour D, 
cast on 30 sts. 

Beg purl, work 85 rows in rev st-st. 

Cast off. 

Road 2 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour B, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 85 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the right-hand side edge of Field 3 to the 
left-hand side edge of Road 2. 

Field 4 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour E, 
cast on 30 sts. 

Beg knit, work 85 rows in st-st. 

Cast off. 

Sew the left-hand side edge of Field 4 to the 
right-hand side edge of Road 2, thus joining 
Fields 3 and 4 together, making a large square. 



Road 3 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour B, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 95 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the right-hand side edge of Road 3 to the 
cast off edge(s) of the large square (Fields 3 and 
4, and Road 2). 

Field 5 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour F, 
cast on 70 sts. 

Knit I lO rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the cast on edge of Field 5 to the left-hand 
side of Road 3, thus making a second large 
rectangle. 

Roads 4 and 5 (make 2 the same) 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour B, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 1 77 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the left-hand edge of Road 4 to the right- 
hand side edge of the first large rectangle 
(Fields I and 2), and the right-hand side edge of 
Road 4 to the left-hand side of the second large 
rectangle (Fields 3, 4 and 5); thus joining the 
two main pieces of the play mat together. 

Sew the left-hand side of Road 5 to the right- 
hand side of the play mat. 

Road 6 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour B, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 1 20 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the right-hand side edge of Road 6 to the 
left-hand side edge of Field I and the cast on 
edge of Road I. 

Path 1 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour G, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg purl, work 60 rows on rev st-st. 

Cast off. 

Sew the cast on edge of Path I to the cast off 
edge of Road 6. Sew the right-hand side edge 
of Path I to the left-hand side edge of Field 2. 

Path 2 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour G, 
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SWISS DARNING 

Swiss darning is also known as duplicate stitch. 
To Swiss darn, thread a suitable sewing needle 
with the yarn. Begin to sew by bringing the 
yarn up from the back of the work at the centre 
bottom of the stitch to be darned/duplicated. 
Follow the line of the stitch, threading the yarn 
behind the legs' of the stitch above, and around 
to its original position. You will have worked a 
'duplicate stitch', which completely covers (and 
changes the colour) of the stitch below. 



cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg purl, work 1 1 5 rows in rev st-st. 

Cast off. 

Sew the right-hand side edge of Path 2 to the 
cast off edge of Path 1 and the cast off edge 
of Field 2. 




Road 7 

Using 4.5mnn (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour B, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 125 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the cast on edge of Road 7 to the cast off 
edge of Path 2. Sew the right-hand side edge 
of Road 7 to the cast off edge of Road 4, Field 5, 
and Road 5. 

Road 8 

Using 4.5mnn (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour B, 
cast on 1 1 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 235 rows. 

Cast off. 

Sew the left-hand side edge of Road 8 to the 
bottom edge of the mat. 

Pond 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles and Colour FI, 
cast on 120 sts. 

Beg knit, st-st 6 rows. 

Row 7: (K2, k2tog) to the end of the row (90 sts) 
Beg purl, st-st 5 rows. 

Row 1 3: (K1 , k2tog) to the end of the row 
(60 sts). 

Beg purl, st-st 5 rows. 

Row 19: (K2tog) to the end of the row (30 sts). 
Beg purl, st-st 3 rows. 

Row 23: (K1 , k2tog) to the end of the row 
(20 sts). 

Row 24: Purl. 

Row 25: (K2tog) to the end of the row (1 0 sts). 



PLAYAAAT DIAGRAM 

> = Indicates direction 
of knitting 

Row 26: (P2tog) to the end of the row 
(5 sts). B&T. Sew the side edges together 
to make a circle. Sew the pond to the top 
right-hand corner of Field 5. 

Mat Edging 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles (or a 4.5mm 
circular needle) and Colour I, with the right side 
of the work facing you, pick up and knit 160 sts 
across the left-hand side of the play mat. 

Row 1: (K1, pi) to the end of the row 
Row 2: (PI, k1) to the end of the row 
Rows 1 and 2 set the moss stitch pattern. 

Work 3 more rows in moss stitch 
Cast off in moss stitch. 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles (or a 4.5mm 
circular needle) and Colour I, with the right side 
of the work facing you, pick up and knit 160 sts 
across the right-hand side of the play mat. 

Work 5 rows in Moss Stitch. 

Cast off in Moss Stitch 

Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles (or a 4.5mm 
circular needle) and Colour I, with the right side 
of the work facing you, pick up and knit 190 sts 
across the top of the play mat, including the 
cast on/cast off edges of the side edgings. 



Using 4.5mm (UK 7, US 7) needles (or a 4.5mm 
circular needle) and Colour I, with the right side 
of the work facing you, pick up and knit 190 sts 
across the bottom of the play mat, including the 
cast on/cast off edges of the side edgings. 

Make the road markings by Swiss darning 
(duplicate stitching) over the centre stitch on each 
road in Colour J: Starting from the cast on edge of 
the road, leave 1 0 stitches unworked, then work 
duplicate stitches over the next 1 0 stitches and 
continue in this way until you can no longer fit 
in the 1 0 stitches unworked/1 0 stitches worked 
pattern. Where necessary, Swiss darn over a fewer 
number of stitches at the end of a road. Finish all 
loose ends on the back of the play mat. 

Mat Backing 

Cut the piece of fabric so that it is a little larger 
than the play mat all the way around. 

Fold over the raw edges of the fabric and pin 
the folded edge to the outer edge of the play 
mat, wrong sides together. Oversew the fabric 
to the play mat, using a matching thread. 

Work a row of running stitch through the fabric 
about 1 .5cm (ICin) in from the edge, catching 
the play mat down, to help the mat lay flat. ©

Row 6: Kfb, k3, kfb (7 sts). 

Rows 5-8: As rows 1 -4. 

Cast off. 

To make up 

Sew a running stitch around the cast on stitches 
and pull up to close the stitches into a tight 
circle. Sew the main seam of the body and 
head, leaving a small gap for turning. Turn to 
the right side and stuff. Close the gap. 

Sew a running stitch through the side stitches 
of the wings, and pull these up to tighten each 
side.

Hubcaps (make four) 

Using 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and Colour M, 
cast on 1 0 sts. 

Row 1: Knit. B&T. 

To make up 

Sew a running stitch through the cast on 
stitches and pull the stitches up to close the 
circle. Sew the main seam, matching colour 
changes, and leaving a small gap for turning. 
Turn to the right side and stuff. Close the gap. 
Using Colour P, Swiss darn a line of stitches up 
the first decreases on each corner of the car: 
These lines of stitches will be 1 0 sts apart at the 
front and back of the car, and 1 3 sts apart at the 
sides of the car on the first colour change row, 
and 8 sts apart/1 1 sts apart at the top of the 
colour change section.

HAT 

With 4mnn (UK 6, US 8) needles and Turquoise, 
cast on 48 (52: 56) sts and work in patt as follows: 
Row 1 (WS): K1 7, pi 8 (22: 26), k1 3. 

Row 2: K. 

Rep these 2 rows until work meas 33 (36: 39)cm 
or 1 3 (1 5V4: 1 5y2)in, ending with WS facing for 
next row. Cast off. 

Join cast-on and cast-off edges. 




MAKING UP 

Join cast-on and cast-off edges, reversing lower 
seam on thinner section of garter st for turn- 
back. Using left-over yarn, make a twisted cord 
75cm or 29y2in long. Wrap twice around upper 
garter st section, 5cm or 2in down from top 
edge and fasten in a bow. 

To make a twisted cord: Either get a friend to 
help (or use a door handle). Using 4 x 1 50cm or 
59in lengths of yarn, knot ends together, insert 
a pencil at each end of knot between lengths 
of yarn. Holding yarn between thumb and 
finger in front of knot, turn pencils clockwise. 
Continue until strands are tightly twisted, then 
bring pencils together and allow cord to twist. 
Remove pencils and knot ends.

Shape shoulders and back neck 
Next row: Cast off 4 (5: 6: 7: 8: 9) sts, 

K until there are 6 (7: 8: 9: 9: 1 0) sts on right 
needle, turn and work this side first. 

Next row: P2tog, P to end. 5 (6: 7: 8: 8: 9) sts.

FRONT 

Work as Back to **. 

Cont in stripe patt until Main Body meas 
1 4 (1 6: 1 8: 20: 22: 24)cm or 5V2 (d'A: 7: 8: 8%: 
91/2)in, ending with RS facing for next row. 

Divide for front opening 
Next row: K31 (34: 37: 40: 42: 45), turn and work 
this side first. Work straight on these sts until 
Left Front matches Back to start of armhole 
shaping, ending with RS facing for next row. 

Shape armhole 

Keeping stripe patt correct, cast off 4 sts at beg 
of next row. Work 1 row. 

Dec 1 st at armhole edge only on every row 
until 21 (24: 27: 30: 32: 35) sts rem.

Skinny stripes are a great way to use up odds and 
ends from your craft stash, especially if you've 
got lots of single balls that you haven't yet found 
a use for. If you're short of time though and still 
want the effect of stripes on your knits, try using 
a selfstriping yarn instead of solid shades. 




Shape neck 

Next row: Cast off 3 (3: 4: 5: 6: 7) sts, P to end. 
Dec 1 St at neck edge on every row until 
9 (1 1 : 1 3: 1 5: 1 6: 1 8) sts rem. Work straight until 
armhole meas 1 0 (1 1 : 1 2: 1 3: 1 4: 1 5)cm or 4 (4V4: 
4%: 5: SV?: 6)in, ending RS facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder 

Cast off 4 (5: 6: 7: 8: 9) sts at beg of next row. 
Work 1 row. Cast off rem 5 (6: 7: 8: 8: 9) sts. 

With RS facing, rejoin appropriate yarn to rem 
sts, cast off 4 sts, patt to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings, 
working 1 row more before start of neck and 
shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

With 2.75mm (UK 1 2, US 2) needles and 1 st C, 
cast on 42 (44: 46: 50: 52: 56) sts and work in rib 
as on Left Back Leg for 5 rows, thus ending with 
RS facing for next row. 

Change to 3.25mm needles and work in stripe 
patt as on Left Back Leg, shaping sides by inc 1 
St at each end of 5th and every foil 4th row until 
there are 52 (54: 62: 64: 70: 74) sts, then on every 
foil 6th row until 56 (60: 66: 72: 78: 84) sts. 

Work straight for 7 rows, thus ending with RS 
facing for next row. 

Shape top 
First size only 

Cast off 4 sts at beg of next 2 rows (48 sts). 

Dec 1 St at each end of next 7 rows (34 sts), then 
on every foil alt row 7 times (20 sts), then on 



every row 3 times. Cast off rem 1 4 sts. 

2nd size only 

Cast off 4 sts at beg of next 2 rows (52 sts). Dec 
1 St at each end of next 7 rows (38 sts), then on 
every foil alt row 6 times (26 sts), then on every 
row 5 times. Cast off rem 1 6 sts. 

3rd size only 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 2 rows, then 3 sts at 
beg of foil 2 rows. (50 sts). Dec 1 st at each end 
of next 4 rows (42 sts), then on every foil 
alt row 7 times (28 sts), then on every row 
5 times. Cast off rem 1 8 sts. 

4th size only 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 4 sts at beg 
of foil 2 rows, then 3 sts at beg of foil 2 rows (48 
sts). Dec 1 st at each end of next 3 rows (42 sts), 
then on every foil alt row 6 times (30 sts). Work 
1 row. Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 4 rows. Cast 
off rem 18 sts. 

5th size only 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 4 sts at beg 
of foil 2 rows, 3 sts at beg of foil 2 rows (54 sts). 
Dec 1 st at each end of next 5 rows (44 
sts), then on every foil alt row 4 times (36 sts). 
Work 1 row. Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 6 rows. 
Cast off rem 18 sts. 

6th size only 

Cast off 6 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 4 sts at beg 
of foil 2 rows, 3 sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 58 sts. 
Dec 1 st at each end of next 7 rows (44 sts), then 
on every foil alt row 3 times. 38 sts. 

Work 1 row. Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 6 rows. 
Cast off rem 20 sts. 

MAKING UP 

Block out pieces to size and cover with a damp 
cloth. Remove cloth after 30 minutes and leave 
to dry flat. Join shoulder seams. 

Neck border 

With 2.75mm (UK 1 2, US 2) needles and 1 st C, 
cast on 69 (73: 69: 83: 87: 91) sts and work in rib 
thus: 

**Next row (WS): K1 , *p1 , k1 ; rep from * to end. 
Next row: K2, *p1 , k1 ; rep from * to last st, k1 . 
Rep these 2 rows once more then row 1 again. 

Next row (RS): K. 

Next row (ridge row): K. 



Break 1 st C, leaving a long end. 

Join in waste yarn and work a further 3 rows. 
Cast off. Press waste yarn section gently.** 
Starting and ending at centre front, pin last row 
of Neck Border in 1 st C evenly all round neck 
edge and using the long end of yarn, attach 
Neck Border stitch by-stitch to the Fronts and 
Back working a Back Stitch through all the sts. 
On completion, remove the waste yarn. 

Left Front Border 

With 2.75mm needles and 1 st C, cast on 75 
(87: 1 05: 1 1 7: 1 23: 1 35) sts and work as Neck 
Border from ** to **, working in rib for 7 rows in 
place of 5. Pin in place down left side of Front 
opening and sew in place as before. 

Remove waste yarn. 

Right Front Border 

Work as Left Front Border, sewing in place to 
right side of Front opening. 

Front gusset border 

With 2.75mm (UK 1 2, US 2) needles and 1 st C, 
cast on 75 (87: 1 05: 1 1 7: 1 23: 1 35) sts and work 
as Neck Border from ** to **, working in rib for 
9 rows in place of 5. 

Starting and ending at cast-on edges, pin in 
place all round lower Front opening and sew in 
place as before. 

Remove waste yarn. 

Back gusset border 

Work as Front Gusset Border, sewing in place all 
round lower Back opening. 

Join side and sleeve seams. Insert sleeves. 
Attach 3 press studs down front opening, first 
to come 1 .5cm or V 2 in up from lower edge, last 
to come 1 .5cm or V 2 in down from top edge and 
remainder spaced evenly between. 

Attach 7 press studs around gusset borders, first 
and last to come 1 .5cm or V 2 in up from cast-on 
edge with remainder spaced evenly between. 
Do not tumble dry. Do not iron. Dry flat.

SLEEVE BORDERS (optional) 

Using 3.75mm (UK 9, US 5) needles and Candy 
Pink cast on 4 sts. 

1 st row (RS): K2, yfwd, k2. 

2nd row: Knit. 

3rd row: K3, yfwd, k2. 

4th row: Knit. 

5th row: K2, yfwd, k2tog, yfwd, k2. 

6th row: Knit. 

7th row: K3, yfwd, k2tog, yfwd, k2. 

8th row: Cast off next 4 sts, k to end. 

Rep the last 8 rows until the straight edge fits 
around the cast on edge of sleeve, ending with 
an 8th row. Cast off. 



BODY BORDER 

Using 3.75mm (UK 9, US 5) needles work as 
given for sleeve border, rep the 8 rows until the 
straight edge fits, across the back, up left front, 
across back of neck, down right front, ending 
with an 8th row. Cast off. 

MAKING UP 

Join shoulder seams using backstitch. Insert 
sleeves. Join side and sleeve seams matching 
stripes. Sew sleeve borders onto cast on edges 
of sleeves if required, then join row ends 
together. Sew body border across the back, up 
left front, across back of neck and down right 
front then sew row ends together.

T his classic shoe with its 
distinctive style is a staple 
shoe from America, worn 
originally by native Americans. 

The soft leather has been replaced 
with cotton yarn in Raffia and 
Chocolate, the upper part adorned 
with the fringes associated with 
this shoe.

Row 6: Kl , kfb, kl 3, kfb, k5, kfb, kl 3, kfb, kl . 
41 sts. 

Row 7: Knit 

Row 8: Kl , kfb, kl 4, kfb, k7, kfb, kl 4, kfb, kl . 
45 sts. 

Change to Raffia. 

Row 9: Knit 
Row 10: Purl 

Repeat last 2 rows, three times. 

Work Instep 

Row 17: Moss st 26, sll, kl, psso, turn. 



mBREVIATIONS

Repeat until work measures 14cm (5y2in). 

Cast off 6 sts, leaving 3 sts on needle. Tie yarn 
off. With the needle, gently pull the stitches out 
of the last 3 sts all along the row. You will be left 
with a band and a row of loops which make up 
the fringe. Leaving 1 .25cm (V 2 in) on either end 
of the band free (to overlap tongue), sew the 
row at the top of the fringe to the Chocolate 
rows on the top of the shoe. The lace openwork 
will be free for you to thread the tie through.

Repeat last two rows four times - 35 sts 
Next row: K8, sll, kl, psso, knit to end, turn. 
Next row: P20, p2tog, purl to end - 33 sts 
Work 1 2 rows in stocking stitch, change to 
Snowflake and work two rows. Cast off and sew 
up sole and back seam. With Snowflake, work 
a row of back stitch across the instep and weave 
another row back through the stitches and 
fasten off. Weave in all ends.

irs A WRAP 

Q l have been given a bag of 
yarn by a friend but none 
of the balls have labels on them 
and I want to use them to knit 
a hat for my granddaughter. 

Is there a clever way of telling 
what weight the yarn is? 

Debbie Davis, Luton 

A Sarah says: It can be 

difficult to tell what to do 
with a bag of unlabelled balls 
of yarn but 'wraps per inch' is 
a handy way of telling what 
type of yarn weight you have. 

To do this, you'll need your 
yarn, a pencil and a ruler. Then 
wrap (not too tightly) your yarn 
around the pencil, getting the 
strands as close together as 
possible without overlapping. 
Once you've finished wrapping, 
count the number of times 
you've wrapped the yarn 



around the pencil in one inch. 
Then follow these amounts to 
determine the yarn weight; ie: 

35 wraps - 1 8.5 sts per inch, 

1 5-1 8 wraps - 6-7 sts per inch, 
12-14 wraps - 5.5-6 sts per inch, 
9-1 1 wraps - 4-5 sts per inch, 

7-8 wraps - 3-3.75 sts per inch. 
Once you know whether you 
have a bulky yarn (7-8 wraps) or 
a lace weight yarn (35 wraps) 
you should be able to tell what 
patterns your yarn will suit and 
what size needles to use.

A Jo says: Generally, for 
babies, it is best for them 
to have looser, non-constricting 
items of clothing so we can see 
why you might think a rib is too 
tight. You could try knitting the 
ribs in a larger needle size, as 
this will stop the knit structure 
from being too tight and it will 
loosen the rib. Or, we would 
recommend you try a rib called 
the 'mistake rib', which gives 
you a loose rib structure with an 
interesting texture. To knit this, 
cast on 4 stitches plus 3 then 
*K2, P2 repeat from * to the 
last 3 stitches, K2, PI.

Change to 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and 
proceed as foils: 

Row 1: PI, *p2, k4, p2, k5; rep from * to end. 
Row 2: * P5, k2, p4, k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 
Row 3: PI , *p2, C4B, p2, k5; rep from * to end. 



Row 4: As row 2. 

Row 5: As row 1 . 

Row 6: * K7, p4, k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 

Rows 1 -6 set patt. 

Keeping continuity of patt as set cont until hat 
measures approx 1 2 (1 4: 1 5: 1 7)cm, or 4% ( 572 : 6: 
672)in, ending with row 6 of patt. 

Proceed as follows: 

Row 1 : PI , * p2, k4, p2, k2tog, kl , k2tog; rep 
from * to end. 78 (89: 1 00: 1 00) sts. 

Row 2: * P3, k2, p4, k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 
Row 3: PI , * p2, C4B, p2, k3; rep from * to end. 
Row 4: As row 2. 

Row 5: PI , * p2, k4, p2, si , k2tog, psso; rep from 
* to end. 64 (73: 82: 82) sts. 

Row 6: * K3, p4, k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 

Row 7: Pi , * p2, k4, p2, kl ; rep from * to end. 
Row 8: * PI , k2, p4, k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 
Row 9: PI , * p2, (k2tog) twice, p2, kl ; rep from * 
to end. 50 (57: 64: 64) sts. 

Row 10:* PI, k2, p2, k2; rep from *to last st, kl. 
Row 11: PI, * p2, k2, p2, kl; rep from * to end. 
Row 1 2: * K3, p2, k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 
Row 13: PI , * p2, k2tog, p2, kl ; rep from * to 
end. 43 (49: 55: 55) sts. 

Row 14: * PI , k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 

Row 15: PI, * p2, kl; rep from * to end. 

Row 1 6: * PI , k2; rep from * to last st, kl . 

Row 17: PI, * p2tog, kl; rep from *to end. 

29 (33: 37: 37) sts. 

Row 1 8: * P2tog; rep from * to last st, pi . 

15 (17: 19: 19) sts. 

Row 1 9: Kl , * k2tog; rep from * to end. 8 (9: 1 0: 
10) sts. 

Break off yarn and run yarn through rem sts. 
Fasten off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Join back seam reversing sewing for turnback. 
Make pom-pom and attach to crown. Cover 
with a damp cloth and leave until dry. See ball 
band for washing and further care instructions.

CAST ON - THUMB METHOD 

■ USE THIS FOR AN EXTRA-STRETCHY EDGE 




Make a slipknot with a long tail of 2.5cm 
(1 in) per stitch that the pattern asks you 
to cast on. 



Loop the tail end of the yarn around 
your left thumb, and slide the needle tip 
into this loop. 



MAKE A SLIPKNOT 

■ START ALL KNITTING PROJECTS WITH THIS EASY KNOT 




Twist the yarn into a loop, and form 
a second loop of yarn to pull through the 
first one. 




Tighten the first loop into a knot around 
the second. This will now be your first 
cast on stitch. 




Wrap the ball end of the yarn 
anticlockwise around the needle. 
Push the needle through the loop. 




Slide the loop off your thumb and 
tighten both ends. Repeat steps 2-4 
for each stitch. 



CAST ON - TWO NEEDLE METHOD 

■ USE THIS FOR A STRONG, HARDWEARING EDGE 




With the slipknot on your left needle, 
insert the right needle from front to 
back of the loop. 




Wrap the ball end of the yarn 
anticlockwise around the right needle. 
Pull this through the loop. 







Insert the left needle tip through the 
front of this new loop, dropping it off 
the right needle. 




Repeat steps 1 -3 as needed, forming 
new stitches from the top stitch 
on the left needle. 



CAST OFF 

■ WHAT TO DO WHEN YOU'VE REACHED THE END 




To begin, knit only the first two stitches 
in the cast off row. 




Push the left needle through the first 
stitch. Lift it over the second stitch and 
offthe right needle. 




With one stitch now on the right 
needle, knit another stitch and repeat 
step 2 until you reach the row end. 




Cut the yarn leaving a 1 5cm (6in) tail, 
and pull the tail through the final 
cast off stitch.

With the yarn still under the hook, bring 
the hook through the slipknot to create 
a new loop.

Four of this issue's designers look back on their favourite 
baby knits and tell us why they're so special...

I love the premature baby romper with bunny 
slippers I designed for the January 201 3 issue 
of Love Knitting for Baby. I wanted to make 
something that was not only easy to put 
on a tiny baby but was super cute too! 

The romper is knitted in garter stitch at the 
base so that it can stretch to fit each tiny 
baby and has buttons on each side as 
well as the shoulders to make changing 
easy. The colour scheme is neutral so it 
would suit a boy or a girl, though I think 
it would also be lovely with a little swiss 
darned pink or blue rabbit. It gives me 
great pleasure to imagine some little 
early arrivals 
dressed in this 
sweet outfit, 
specially designed 
to keep them 
warm and cosy! 




When I was six, I spent the whole 
summer holidays mastering an 
outfit for'my baby', Sally Anne - 
my doll. Sally Anne still wears that 
outfit today 57 years on! 

I remember having to do 1 0 rows 
at a time, then my grandmother 
would check it before I went to 
bed. She wrote the pattern out 
non-abbreviated so it was easier 
for a child to understand. Another 
of my favourite designs is the 
patchwork jumper from this issue 
(p36). It gives texture and depth 
to the garment and makes the knitting 
more interesting for the knitter. I love 
children's garments that can be worn with 
more than one other colour garment.

similar in design and then 
the cardigan. I have since 
designed an adult version 
too. Because it's worked 
from the top down it can be 
made into any length. The 
patterns are all available to 
buy from my Ravelry shop.

I haven't been designing baby 
knitwear for long but my 
favourite design so far has been 
the hooded jacket I created 
for this issue (p6). It's a really 
accessible jacket for beginners 
as it's all knitted in garter stitch 
and the ears are adorable!
